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When Right is wrong

Now that we in the gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgendered community have 
apparently reclaimed the word ‘queer’—at least to the point where people who 
would never dream of using the dreaded ‘n’-word feel comfortable throwing ‘queer’ 
around like a precocious two-year-old after a paternal cuss-fest——maybe it’s time 
we set our sights on similarly reclaiming the world ‘right’. 


Certainly, in the wake of the electoral madness currently gripping our neighbours 
to the south (it’s called Bush-fever and it’s a knee-jerk mental affliction that paral- 
yses entire nations for periods of up to four years) | can’t be the only one who’s 
thinking that, in our modern world, what's ‘Right’ in a political sense is rarely ‘right’ 
at all. ° 2s 


In a world where people do what is right, for instance, there has long been a 
freedom of—as well as a freedom from—this thing called religion. In that world, 
people are allowed, even encouraged, to, believe whatever they like (theologically 
speaking) but are discouraged from inflicting those beliefs on anyone else. 


In a world controlled by the political Right, however, it seems that freedom of 
religion means that those who have it think it’s ‘right’ to impose it on all of us—not 
merely through very public expressions of their faith, but by the enactment of laws 
that ensure that we must all live not by the universal laws of decency that are found 
in every civilized society but by the tenets of their particular faith, instead. 


Regardless of how you feel about abortion, for instance (and | don’t know anyone 
who thinks that abortion is a cracker-jack idea that should be used by every 
pregnant woman), you might think that it is right, in certain situations, that the 
decision of whether or not to avail herself of an abortion is a decision best left to 
an individual woman and her conscience. 


But if you’re thinking Right, as opposed to right—that kind of thinking has just got 
to go. 
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On the Right, it seems, mankind (and ironically, it does seem to be a movement 
dominated by males) has a right to stop a woman from having an abortion simply 
because such an action—regardless of the woman’s religious beliefs—would offend 
the religious beliefs of the ruling class. It all seems a little... well, disingenuous, when 
one recalls that the far-Right Christian community once embraced a slogan that 
went something like “Fags: Kill "em all and let God sort it out.” 


By the Right’s lights, it seems, God’s resources are best spent on dead fags but not 
on living women. 


Further, if one wants to offer up prayers in school, it may seem to most people 
that it’s right to allow them to do so—as long as they do it quietly and in an 
unobtrusive fashion. 


But it turns out that most people would be wrong. 


It seems that the Right thing is for prayer to be public and everyone should be at 
least pressured, if not compelled, by their peers to join in with said prayers or be 
branded an unbeliever, a heretic or, worse still, a liberal. 


In the rather prickly area of same sex-marriage, of course, balancing the right thing 
and the Right thing is proving equally problematic. While no right-thinking individual 
has suggested, to my knowledge, that same-sex marriage should be compulsory, even 
for ‘queers’, it does seem right to a lot of us that, should two people of the same 
sex wish to form a lasting, loving covenant equal in every way to the unions formed 
by heterosexuals couples of the opposite sex, they should be allowed to do just that. 


Turns out that it wouldn’t be Right, however, because in a world ruled by the polit- 
ical Right we may all be allowed to play, however reluctantly, but only the hetero- 
sexuals are allowed to collect the prizes. 


It’s just another attitude that leads to a lot of confusion, particularly when the 
Right gets on its high horse and starts interfering in the rights of others—and that 
simply isn’t right at all. 


So Merry Christmas, and in the New Year ahead, let’s vow to do what’s proper. To 
hell with what is Right. W

Don’t get me wrong: | do love this time of year, and the tradition that comes with it. | 
love getting together with family and friends, hosting parties, going to parties, the 
exchange of presents, and, of course, the opulent over-indulgence that is the life-blood of 
the season. Whether you’re Christian, Islamic, Atheist, or Sagittarian, there’s plenty to 
celebrate at this time of year and much to be thankful for. 


But ‘tis the season to be jolly...not the season to do and decorate, as you have in 
Christmases past. 


Just because you have boxes upon boxes of tinsel, baubles, angels and niece-and- 
nephew-made ornaments, that doesn’t mean you need to hang them all and make your 
home look like Wal-Mart just exploded in it—as much as it may evoke childhood 
memories! Similarly, if acceptances to your yearly festive shindig have been steadily 
declining in recent years, maybe it’s time to rethink that annual ‘carol singing with eggnog’ 
enticement. 


Even with some traditional elements included, there’s no reason why this year’s festiv- 
ities can’t be chic, stylish and just a little bit sexy—without, of course, breaking the bank! 
A few novel, inexpensive ideas mixed with some innovative, eye-catching themes, will 
leave you—and your friends and family—imbued with a fresh dose of festive cheer. 


A Brand New Christmas 


Ever thought of “branding” your festive activities? I’m not talking hot-iron-on-cowhide 
kind of branding, but have you thought of applying a single creative concept to all your 
Christmas projects? 


Branding is more than just a theme: it’s about creating an entire experience. In the 
corporate world, some companies have become slaves to their brand—trying to control 
every impression they make. A tad ambitious for a lone person planning Christmas, but, 
as any marketing grad can explain, there are some basic, practical principles of branding 
that you can certainly embrace. Namely: keep it simple, keep it consistent, make it have

impact and make it meaningful. 


Essentially, think about everything you need to do, plan, make, or buy for Christmas and 
then think about a creative and visual way to tie it all together.

O If you're on a budget, consider doing some baking—perhaps a large batch of cookies. 
An innovative way of packaging them is to make bundles of cookies using cotton napkins, 
then place them inside unused aluminum paint cans (readily available at paint stores).

O Decorate your tree with your brand 
palette colours, using baubles, tinsel, and well- 
hidden fairy lights. Your tree is the centrepiece 
of your home’s festive decorations, so make 
sure its impact is maximised (for the right 
reasons!). 


O Buy lots of candles—particularly tea lights; 
they are a fantastic and effective way of creating 
instant ambience. Light some larger candles as 
well—have mainly white candles, then add a few plum- continued opposite 
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from previous coloured scented ones for effect. 


O Decorate your table with a 
white cloth, silver sequins and a centrepiece made up of shiny 
and matte purple baubles piled into a transparent bowl. You 
could even add a plum-coloured runner.

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Funding for the future

The GLBT community has made huge advances in gaining acceptance and credibility 
during the past two decades, thanks largely to the work of countless dedicated volunteers 
who have donated money, organized socials, produced literature, lobbied and generally 
kept the rainbow flag flying proudly, come hell or high water. 


Core funding was non-existent and GLBT resource centres relied on the charity of 
friends and tons of donated hours by committed idealists. Over the years, the demands 
on GLBT resource centres have changed, but the challenges remain and the work goes 
on. 


Winnipeg's Rainbow Resource Centre, around under different names and in several 
locations over the past thirty-three years, is a good example. Activist Chris Vogel has 
een involved most of that time and says budgets and services have 
undergone big changes. 


“VVhen we began, everything was done by volunteers and we 
probably had a budget of little more than a thousand dollars a year,” he 
says. “Today we have a paid, full-time services coordinator and we run 
many programs, such as the Breaking Barriers anti-homophobia 


project.” 

There is still a need for major core funding but the good news is that 
the Winnipeg Foundation, with hundreds of millions in its control, has 
this awarded the centre close to $26,000 to hire a 
therapist/counsellor to work twenty-one hours a week, with a good 
chance it will renew the grant the following year. The therapist starts 
work in January.

Centre coordinator Kim Allen says drop-in counselling has been provided by volun- 
teers and University of Manitoba social work students on an ad hoc basis up until now. 
With a paid counsellor position, she says the centre can do ongoing counselling without 
having to refer people to outside agencies with long waiting lists. 


Counsellors deal with all age groups and many problems—job stress, coming out, 
addiction, depression, breakups. They also get youth referred by school counsellors and, 
sometimes, the parents of GLBT youth. 


Centre president Chris Krawchenko says the Winnipeg Foundation grant is an impor- 
tant milestone and his fundraising committee plans to seek partnerships with other chari- 
ties and donors, such as the Winnipeg Jewish Foundation, which makes grants for 
equipment and other supplies. 


He says another possible source of funding to help anchor staff and programming 
would be official membership in the United Way, which raises millions of dollars for a wide 
list of charities. The resource centre gets about $13,000 a year from United Way, but only 
because its supporters specifically write on their payroll deduction form for United Way 
contributions that they want their unlisted GLBT charity to get their donation. Finding 
the place on the forms to do this isn’t such an easy job, and if the centre became an official 
member of United Way it would be much easier to access funding. 


“We have seen how other centres raise money and in many ways we're ahead of the 
game and quite aggressive,” says Krawchenko. “The trick is to match services we are able 
to and want to provide with grants available for particular services. We will seek out the 
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pot of gold wherever we can find funding.” 


Chris Vogel, who was treasurer for the centre from 1974 to 2002, agrees the centre 
needs to get into the United Way. “As far as | can see there have been no new groups 
admitted for a long time so we have to get working on that,” he says. 


Vogel says in the early days the centre kept going through financial support from the 
University of Manitoba students’ union and, later, through donations from Gio’s, the bar. 
Gradually things evolved and the centre got funds from ACAP, the federal Aids 
Community Action Program. 


It has also worked with and received limited project funding from provincial health 
funders, educational organizations and the Manitoba Teachers’ Society. Last year the 
centre had income of $155,000 and actually ran a small surplus. Vogel says some $35,000 
came in through donations. Regular socials are still an important source of funds. 


An annual community yard sale also provides funds and recently the resource centre 
worked with a film company which offered to provide the centre with ten dollars per 
person for every “extra” it could find for a crowd scene. The Winnipeg centre has also 
made money from some of the literature it’s pioneered and produced—especially in the 
field of combating homophobia. Creative fundraising is the key. 


It has helped break down homophobic barriers in many areas, especially 
with providers of health care and education. Says Vogel: “We have sent 
brochures and leaflets across the country for many years. We pioneered one 
pamphlet about homosexuality, religion and what the Bible really has to say 
on the subject. We still get requests for it.” 


Another key area for financial development is wills and bequests. The 
centre has become a member of Leave A Legacy, a group that includes chari- 
ties, lawyers and accountants. Its aim is to encourage giving back through 
bequests. 


“Some fairly wealthy gay men have passed on without leaving GLBT 
bequests because they were very much in the closet and didn’t want the 
attention,” says Vogel. “People of my generation are much more 
‘out’. And remember also that baby boomers are the richest 
generation in the history of the planet; they are more open- 
minded and more likely to provide support if bequests are 
explained to them.” 


In particular, he notes that it’s possible now with good financial advice and tax planning 
to make sizeable donations while still alive. Insurance policies, shares, cash, real estate or 
any kind of valuables can be bequeathed and there can be significant tax advantages to an 
estate if sound financial advice is sought in advance. 


In the meantime, Vogel is happy with financial progress but says there is still a never- 
ending need for volunteers. “The centre has three phone lines and they are always busy, 
not just with calls from the GLBT community, but now also with inquiries from straight 
people and many community groups,” he says. “It’s nice that we have a fulltime services 
coordinator but she can’t do everything. We get calls from people wanting advice, 
workshops, speakers and much more.” 


The centre has cancelled its small, annual fund-raising gala dinner for March 2005. 
Instead, it plans to hold a new, bigger event in the fall and its fundraising committee will 
sit down to thrash out some new ideas early in the New Year. W

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Inspiring initiatives

If you celebrate Christmas, Hanukkah, Kwanzaa, or any of the multitude of secular or 
religious holidays over the winter months, you’re probably swamped as it is, preparing for 
the season. In the midst of parties and presents, advertisements clamouring for your 
holiday dollars, and the general hustle and bustle of the Christmas season, it’s easy to 
forget that this is a time of year for goodwill and charity. Two Calgarians haven't 
forgotten; in fact, year after year, these dedicated people go above and beyond to provide 
for those less fortunate. 


Two annual charitable drives have been operating in Calgary over the past few years, 
and this year is no exception—both of these tireless individuals are preparing for what 
could be their busiest events to date. 


Dr. Richard Denney has been operating the Toys for Tots drive for the past nine years. 
This has been a personal venture for him, his own way to give back to the community at 
large.“‘It is my Christmas before Christmas—it always brings great joy to my heart to see 
the amount toys my friends bring to the event,’ Denney says. “It is just heart warming.” 


After moving to Calgary from Vancouver, Dr. Denney was inspired to recreate an event 
he had participated in as part of a leather group in Toronto for many years. He has been 
doing charity events for years, and he loves giving back to the community. When asked 
what it means to him to be involved in such an undertaking, he replies, “It means giving 
to the community with all my heart.”

= Toys for Tots continues to be a success, 
bringing in much-needed gifts for those 
less fortunate. Toys for Tots donates 
the toys to the Native Women’s Shelter, 
an organization that has been 
completely floored by the outpouring of 
charity from Dr. Denney’s network of 
donors. 


“Last year they were in tears when 
we brought the toys in,” says Denney, 
“They had never seen as many toys 
being donated to their location, ever.” 


His goal this year? 
donations. 


To exceed last year’s 


Denney has his own personal wish list of things he’d like to be able to contribute this 
year. Not only does he wish to donate more than he did last year, he is also hoping to 
give more than just toys this year. Cash donations allow the shelter to purchase turkeys 
and other holiday foodstuffs for their holiday celebrations—unless someone already has 
non-perishable food to donate, which is gladly accepted as well. He also hopes that there 
will be donations of gifts aimed at teenagers and adults, who are often left out of the loop 
when it comes to the gift donations. 


Denney finds the best reward is seeing the faces of the people who receive the 
donations from Toys for Tots. “It is a totally a charitable donation that is given back to the 
community; | encourage all my friends to give a toy, and | am happy that | have so many 
charitable friends who donate,” he says. Denney has found a very charitable friend in Lori 
Murphy, proprietor of Money-Pennies, who has hosted the event for him over the past 
four years, providing a venue, wine and food at no cost, for which Denney is very grateful. 


The Toys for Tots event will be taking place again this year at Money-Pennies, on Sunday, 
December 5 from 3 p.m.to 7 p.m. Donations of new unwrapped toys or gift items, non- 
perishable food items and cash will be accepted during this time. 


When asked about his charitable work, Denney has a few words for everyone: “Reach 
out and touch somebody that is less fortunate than you in the community. There are lots 
of different donations to various organizations—you have to choose the one you believe

in. 


On another charitable front is Crowns for Kids. The remarkable Mz. Rhonda has been 
operating the project for eight years, and 2004 is shaping up to be as big a success as last 
year’s event. 


“Even though economists are saying that we're all doing better, I’m not seeing things 
change at all. | think there’s a lot of struggling going on out there—with single moms and 
young families, in particular,’ says Mz. Rhonda (known by day as Ron Eberly). 


The Crowns for Kids event is fashioned after a similar toy drive in San Diego. 


Established in 1996, thousands of toys 
have been given to many groups in the 
Calgary area, including the Children’s 7 
Hospital, the Women’s Shelter and the 
Children’s Cottage. 


As each year passes, Mz. Rhonda finds 
that, even though the need remains 
undiminished, the generosity of the 
community knows no bounds. “Eight 
years ago this was just a Court show 
with a couple of donation boxes in bars. 
Now we've gone from bars to 
businesses—like Priape, B&D Leather 
and Melrose on | 7th Avenue—so it really 
has grown,” she says. “The toys have 
changed over the years, too: we used to 
just get cuddly things for the little ones 
and now all age groups are being addressed.”

Mz. Rhonda spends most of the holiday season 
promoting her cause by encouraging people to 
donate and by hosting shows that benefit Crowns for Kids. Her mission? “To place a 
crowning smile on the face of a child who is delighted by an unexpected gift.” 


“This is our eighth year and | feel really good about it; | always feel a little anxious until 
it gets going, but the posters are up and the flyers are printed,” Mz. Rhonda comments, 
“We have a Web page this year and Gil Tucker from Global news is going to do a feature 
on me and the toy drive. He’s going to follow me around while we drop off donation 
boxes around town.” 


This year, thanks in part to the generosity of donors in years past, there are plans to 
expand beyond toy donations. “We're working with the Back Door organization to help 
teens out, and goodie bags will be made up with items purchased with cash donations,” 
she says. “We're working from a wish list they provided, and we're also going to put some 
chocolate in there, because everyone needs a little treat at Christmas.” 


Mz. Rhonda has been operating Crowns for Kids under the umbrella of the Imperial 
and Sovereign Court of the Chinook Arch Social Association. However, with the 
continued success of her charity drive, there are definitely some growing pains that will 
need to be addressed. 


“Even though I’m under the umbrella of the Court, | may have to apply for non-profit 
status myself, because people are writing cheques and I’m not in a position to give proper 
receipts,” she says about the burgeoning success of the toy drive. 


As well, as more and more people participate in Crowns for Kids, there’s another 
worry: getting the toys where they need to be. With thousands of toys to deliver, taking 
a cab or transit isn’t working anymore. “The toughest thing over the past eight years has 
been finding people to help deliver the toys, because my partner and | don’t drive. | just 
need somebody with a truck on the Monday—the 20th of December—because I'd like 
to get everything out all at once. Otherwise, we wind up taking cabs and that gets expen- 
sive. 


Mz. Rhonda will be out in full force in the month of December, and encourages anyone 
to help in any way they can. If you are interested in having a donation collection box, or 
volunteering to assist with the transport, you can contact her at 283-8815 or via email to 
roneberly@shaw.ca. You can also view the Crowns for Kids website at http://crowns- 
forkids.tripod.com.

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INTERVIEW 


Viva Vardalos!

Although she lays claim to a strong dislike for labels, writer/actress Nia Vardalos would 
likely not shy away from one designation: friend of the gay and lesbian community. 
Refreshingly open and—well, very Canadian, this transplanted Winnipegger has resisted 
the Tinseltown temptation to have all her thoughts and words run through the filter of a 
Hollywood publicist. Here, in an exclusive interview with Outlooks, she takes time to 
shares some of those thoughts in an informal telephone chat with her Connie & Carla co- 
star Robert Kaiser, better known to Vancouverites as drag diva Joan-E. 


: Your life changed so much after My Big Fat Greek Wedding; are there places 
you can’t go and things you can’t do now? 


Vardalos: There are things that are more difficult—l have to negotiate my way 
through, say, Greektown in Chicago wearing a hat and glasses... and a prosthetic nose! 
[Laughs] But | don’t really believe in being held hostage by celebrity, so | tend to do 
exactly the same things every day and just try to live a normal life. | truly believe that you 
have to live life to write life—and if | become Nia “Private Jet” Vardalos then | become the 


kind of person | used to make fun of. 


Outlooks: 


| think to some extent the media has downplayed your early work in order 
to make you look like an overnight success. You worked really hard, didn’t you? 


Vardalos: Well, | always say coal miners work hard—I was toting flats around during 
summer stock and painting scenery and understudying the lead in a musical theatre piece. 
It was out of pure desire—following my dream. The truth of the matter is that | did work 
for fifteen years in theatre, and | made a living doing it. And when | wasn’t doing that | 
was catering, waitering, doing floral design—all the things that we do to stay in [the 
business]. When people go “Oh my God, you were just sitting in the drugstore and Tom 
Hanks found you,” | have to go “Uh... okay!”” People forget that | had the [My Big Fat 
Greek Wedding] screenplay written when Tom Hanks and Rita Wilson came to the show. 
And that | had done fifteen years of stage work when they came to the show. That 
doesn’t legitimize me or make me a more credible person than the one who was ‘found 
in the drugstore’, but | think all of that experience made me more capable of dealing with 
becoming an instantly known person. 


Outiooss: You got to live as a drag queen for a few months; what did you take away 


from that experience? 


Vardalos: An overall and profound respect for drag queens—because it is difficult to 
stand in a corset, let alone dance! Society makes women dress up—look at the Emmys, 
and the men versus the women; the men were infinitely more comfortable. And to play 
the game we have to show our boobs and put on high-heeled shoes. | am so in awe of 
drag queens because what they do is by choice; you choose to showcase how you feel 
inside by putting on some fabulousness outside. It is a difficult thing to do:a costly, time- 
consuming process. 


Outlooks: | sometimes am asked to speak on behalf of the GLBT community; do you 
get asked to speak on behalf of the Greek community now, or speak “as a Canadian’? 


Vardalos: Yes. It’s interesting because I’ve always been somebody who tries to avoid 
labels and | try not to pay attention to things like age, weight, breast size, hair colour. And 
yet, I’m so labelled by the media as a Canadian, as a woman, as a Greek; you know, it’s like: 
“As someone who has written a movie with a gay theme, what is your comment?” There 
is nothing more invalidating, | think, than a label. So | just try to speak as myself. 


Outiooks: Your home province of 
| Manitoba recently passed gay marriage, and 
you have a cousin who was quite involved 


with that.

Vardalos: | do. Being a person with 
twenty-seven first cousins and then an

think | am part of a cross-section of North 
America: we have doctors, lawyers, interior 
designers, housewives, househusbands, 
actresses—we truly are a cross-section. 
Some of us are married, some of us are 
single, some of us are gay, some of us are 
straight. When one of my friends jumped out 
of the closet at seventeen our family door 
was not closed to them. | saw how my 
parents reacted to a world that | was already

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comfortable in, and | was so heartened by it, by being raised in such a tolerant family. It 
was a lot easier for my cousin to come out of the closet—maybe a little bit easier than 
the family | portrayed in My Big Fat Greek Wedding! 


©utiools: When we were filming Connie & Carla, | was amazed at how comfortable 
your parents were—for example, with the drag queens on set. 


Vardalos: Yes, definitely. My parents are very much into “To each his own”. They are 
very much into being part 
of a tolerant, accepting 
society. That’s the way | 
was raised. | always say if 
my dad, from a village in 
Greece, can walk onto the 
set of Connie & Carla and | 
put his arms around the 
drag queens and say “Oh, 
boy, you look good!”, then 
why can’t the world? 


Outlooks: Tell me a bit 
about the letter you wrote 
for the rally in Winnipeg. 

Vardalos: Well, my 
cousin Stefphanie Cholakis 
found either my phone number or my e-mail - 
address—she’s a distant cousin but with Greeks that doesn’t matter, we're all 
cousins—and she contacted me and said “We have this issue happening in Manitoba; will 
you support it?” And | was, like,“Yeah!” This was about a year-and-a-half, maybe two years 
ago, and so | wrote a letter and she read it out at the rally. | do what | can—l really don’t 
know if it had any might or merit or anything. But | feel that | am one voice and so are 
you—and so is the person reading this and so is their mother and so on and so on. | did 
what | wanted to do, which was to speak out before it became a horrible, horrible situa- 
tion. | truly believe it is disgusting to deny any citizen of this earth equal rights. And I’m 
so tired of things being done in the name of “preserving family values” or in the name of 
“reserving marriage”; | find that cowardly, hollow and it has no credibility in this day and 
age.

Outlooles: Unfortunately, it seems most messages of intolerance hit us “where we 
’:in our churches, our homes, our schools... 


Vardalos: The human race has killed a lot of people in the name of “God”. Not my 
God: my God is benevolent, very handsome and truly believes in everything for everyone. 


Outioelcs: What's next for Nia? 


Vardalos: Well, a couple of romantic comedies—one that | wrote, one that | 
didn’t—and | think I’m going to South Africa to do a film. The dates keep changing and 
the more they change them the more it runs into pre-production on another project, so 
| guess | have to say that it’s still up in the air. I’m going to record an album of a Broadway 
musical, which will be super-fun! You know, every day offers come in and | have to say ‘no’ 
to ninety percent of them because they're just not my style. | don’t want to disparage 
anyone's script or anybody's project, but | just tend to do things that speak to my “core”. 
If | read a script and I’m excited about what’s going to happen to the characters, then | 
want to do it. But most scripts I’m reading are dirty beyond belief and | just find that 
‘easy’ and not interesting for me. Or they want me naked and | just find that easy and 
not interesting for others, so | have to say no! Mostly what | do is | read scripts, | say no 
and | wait for the right project to come along. 


Outlooks: It seems, more so now than ever, that people are being held up as celebri- 
ties despite having no talent. It seems that they are noteworthy only for— 


Vardalos: Being the meanest person on an island! 


Outeoks: Yes, exactly. And | see so many people with so much talent that don’t seem 
to be able to get anywhere. What is your advice for someone who has talent and passion 
and wants to entertain? 


Vardalos: There are only so many ways to reinvent the wheel, so let’s just say that 
their way hasn’t been invented yet. | would advise them to go do what makes them happy. 
When | wrote My Big Fat Greek Wedding there was no way in a million years | could have 
imagined what would happen to it. All | was trying to do was feel creative and be less 
invisible in a city that was telling me to shut up and go home. So, in terms of advice, | 
would say stop listening to that voice and listen to the voice inside you. This is going to 
sound hokey in print but | really, truly believe if there’s anything else that you could do 
and still be happy, go do it. But if you must act, then act, darling, act!

Changing channels

After some four years of existing “outside the box” (to quote their own slogan), 
PrideVision is finally making a move inside—specifically to the much-coveted realm of 
consumer-bundle subscription TV. When it launched in September of 2001, the 
world’s first GLBT television network was designated a “stand-alone” digital channel 
due to the adult nature of some of its programming. When Bill Craig purchased 
PrideVision’s Canadian operation from founder John Levy this past year, he vowed 
that changes would be made under his direction, changes that would make the 
network more accessible and, ultimately, more financially viable. Now, thanks to some 
skillful negotiating on Craig’s part, a version of PrideVision TV will be available as part 
of a multi-channel package, making it easier than ever for digital cable users to ec 
their gay “fix”. g

“bundle” as early as January of 2005. This revised “mainstream” channel will focus on 
the stock and trade of the network’s previously mandated programming: gay-themed 
and British sitcoms; documentaries, movies and concert specials of interest to the 
GLBT community; and a handful of original shows that fell by the wayside as money 
became scarce in the channel’s formative years. Indications are that some of those 
projects wil be revisited 


“We're definitely bringing the Dr. Keith show back, and | think it’s going to be one 
of the most important shows on our network, “ says Jason Hughes, the network’s 
director of-sales and marketing. “To have a sex-health-relationship advice show for 
the community is great, and Dr. Keith is very well educated, a member of the commu- 
nity and a really great guy. We're also hoping to bring back Jawbreaker with Brad 
Fraser, as well as Read Out.” 


A recent PrideVision media release announced that program acquisitions would 
“increase ten-fold” in order to provide even more content for both longstanding and 
new viewers. Hughes also acknowledges that a national daily call-in show is high on 
the list of priorities for new Glow TV projects. 


For those who preferred their PrideVision with a little more “edge”, the other 
entity that splintered off in the reconfiguration will likely provide what they are 
looking for. According to Neilsen Media Research statistics, ninety percent of PVTV 
subscribers regularly tuned in to watch the 
network’s adult-oriented programming, and 
the reconfigured PrideVision will reflect 
this preference. Billed as a “gay premium 
adult service”, HARD on PrideVision TV (a 
mouthful, but an appropriate name, to be 
sure) will focus on racier content—or 
what’s generally known as porn, to put it |

This development may or may not come as good news for those who used to use 
“PrideVision the all-encompassing” to get their share of naked hi-jinks: HARD is being 
marketed as a stand-alone channel, and its name leaves little doubt as to what the 
nature of its programming is. Then again, for those who cannot bring themselves to 
conduct a face-to-face transaction in an adult video store, this one-step-removed 
option may be just the thing they’re looking for. As of press time, the network was 
still gradually increasing the ratio of adult content on PrideVision, with an eye on 
making hardcore programming a 24/7 prospect on HARD in the not-so-distant 
future. Once this has been accomplished, only time—and dollar figures generated:by 
HARD subscribers—will truly t 


Though many still question viability of an all-gay television network (particu- 
larly given the shaky nature of PrideVision’s first few years), the fact remains that a 
24/7 GLBT channel still managed to enjoy three years on the air and is looking 
brighter future. This is in sharp contrast to the situation stateside, 
sion network and where! TV both broadcast in limited markets, and 
media giant Viacom's Logo still has not been launched. It also goes without saying that 


the current so jopolitical climate south of the 49th parallel does not bode well for 


the success of these decidedly “non-family values” ventures. Nonetheless, with 
PrideVision USA still under the aegis of his Headline Media Group, original owner 
John Levy is poised to move into a market that could conceivably deliver ten times 
the viewer demographic that Canada could ever hope for.“In Canada, there are about 
2.3 million digital boxes; in the U.S. there are between thirty and thirty-five million,” 
Levy told Outlooks in April of 2002, a figure that has doubtless increased in the past 
two years. “In terms of the gay community we're looking at about |3- to 14-million 
gay households, so it’s a huge market that’s totally been ignored.” As of press time, 
no firm plans had been established for a specific launch date of PrideVision USA, so 
it looks like the only thing left to do is literally watch and see...

Many 
shoppers, harried by time constraints and demanding schedules, will again find that 
holiday wish lists are not full of hopeful hints; instead, they are taxing challenges topping 
off an already hectic time. This season, though, a number of simple solutions can save 
time and conserve energy—by shopping around for a few of these holiday gems, you'll 
likely have a little more room in your schedule to enjoy another cup of eggnog near the 
fireplace. 


Just in time for Christmas (etc.) 2005, the world’s most popular digital music player has 
teamed up with arguably the world’s greatest rock band to unleash a whole new iPod on 
the world.

While 
our American neighbours have been able to purchase tracks and utilize the full breadth 
of services from Apple’s tremendously popular music site, Canadian residents have been 
downloading songs from our nation’s counterpart, Puretracks, and other sources. iTunes 
offers a much larger library, although Puretracks warns that the overall quality of record- 
ings may not be of the same calibre as their own offerings. Decide for yourself. While 
Apple has not yet released an official confirmation, the music industry estimates the 
curtain will rise on a Canadian-friendly iTunes store anytime between now and February 
of 2005. } 


If you can’t wait until the Spring to expand your music collection, try logging onto 
www.amazon.co.uk. The British site currently lists the 
latest offering from rock ‘n’ soul legend Tina Turner. Her 
newest album, entitled All the Best, is truly that: a collection 
of all of her best recordings. Turner is one of those rare 
talents that, while popular with ardent fans, has been | 
overwhelmingly dismissed by the North American music 
industry for a lack of relevance in today’s marketplace. In 
other words, she’s too old to sell as many discs as Britney 
Spears. Fortunately for Turner’s career (and our own 
musical enjoyment), she is still as popular as ever in Europe. 
In fact, All the Best debuted at number six on the English 
album charts in November, bringing with it a collection of the rock and roll hall of famer’s 
greatest chart hits from her five decades of recordings. 


The Phil Spector-epic River Deep, Mountain High is represented, as are hits from the

1970s (like the autobiographical Nutbush City Limits). As with her previous greatest hits 
CD, 1992's Simply the Best, there is a heavy emphasis on Turner’s mid-’80s resurgence with 
tracks like the Grammy-winning What’s Love Got To Do With It? and the melodramatic 
We Don’t Need Another Hero. What’s new to this collection, though, are much more 
recent recordings like the dance smash When the Heartache Is Over. Turner also 
provides fans with three brand new tracks, including the album’s first single Open Arms. 


There are a few missteps. The album ignores the fiery recordings of the Ike and Tina 
days and spends time on weak, recent material like 1996's Something Beautiful Remains. 
In the end, though, it’s a solid collection from the greatest female rock and roll singer of 
her generation. 


If musical offerings take a back seat to literary pursuits in your household, the always- 
cynical and often brilliant musings of writer Augusten Burroughs are down on paper again 
ae in the witty collection Magical Thinking. Burroughs, a gay New 
Yorker who fled the confines of the advertising industry to 
pursue his creative interests, holds impressive control over 
readers. His memoirs are always engrossing and full of quirky, 
effective observations; Running with Scissors told of his odd 
childhood, while Dry showcased his descent into and eventual 
recovery from alcoholism and drug abuse.

Burroughs continues to gain rave reviews from critics and fans alike. His work appears 
regularly in Details and reviewers have been more than kind to this third memoir. In a 
review of Magical Thinking, USA Today called him “one of the most compelling and scream- 
ingly funny voices of the new century”. For those interested, Magical Thinking is listed at 
a very reasonable CDN$33.95 for the hardcover edition. The paperback is yet to be 
released. 


For fans of HBO’s Sex and the City, the wait is finally over. As many know, after six 
acclaimed years on the air, the series finally called it quits this spring. Thankfully, HBO 


and the final season of the racy comedy is no exception to 
that rule.

Getting to know you better 


By Outlooks Staff 


Thanks to the survey in the October issue of the magazine, we have gained even more 
information about Outlooks readers. Increased to a more comprehensive two pages last 
year, the expanded questionnaire provides us with more detailed information about 
reader preferences in everything from the magazine’s content to consumer spending 
habits. Once again this year we saw a significant rise in response from readers in smaller 
cities and towns, thanks to a more streamlined Web response option. Although there 
was a great deal of new information shared in the 2004 survey, a lot of what we’ve come 
to know about our readers remained the same—what is generally known as “the good 
stuff” when it comes to cultural stereotypes! 


Outlooks’ overwhelmingly large (94 percent) male readership is comprised of (mainly) 
out professionals who live in urban areas. They are well-educated, well-travelled (business 
and pleasure) and exactly half (bang-on 50 percent) earn $40,000 or more annually. Most 
of our readers (70 percent) do not read daily tabloid or broadsheet newspapers, and a 
copy of Outlooks is read on average by 3.1 people. A significant number (32 percent) of 
you make a major retail purchase of at least $500 four or more times per year, and also 
dine out frequently (29 percent four or more times per week). When you travel, your 
preferences rank highest with hotels (51 percent) and bed and breakfast establishments 
(3! percent). This year, a whopping 51 percent of our respondents said they were 
homeowners, while more than 50 percent owned their own vehicle or vehicles. In terms 
of cosmetic or surgical procedures, 26 percent said they would invest in laser eye surgery, 
followed by 18% who would consider liposuction. Facelifts (11 percent), laser resurfacing
